RITISH FOREIGN SECRETARY 
Stewart has conferred with 

Mr. Trudeau and Mr. Sharp and 
says he now has a better under- 
standing of Canada’s move to re 
duce its military contribution to 
NATO in Europe. But at the same

Russia failed 
to notify the Japanese authorities of 
the mishap for 20 days. 

The incident stirred Japanese 
public resentment at a time when 
Soviet overtures are being made to 
Tokyo for more friendly relations, 
and when Japanese sentiment is 
strengthening the demand for the 
right of Japanese vessels to ply their 
trade around the four islands and 
for their restoration to Japanese 
sovereignty. In the latter instance, 
Japan, as supporting argument, can 
point to negotiation for terms with 
the United States covering the re- 
turn of the Ryukus and Okinawa. 

What influence Japan’s claims 
may have on Moscow is an open 
question, but the time for. present- 
ing them has probably never been

standing of the provincial govern- 
ment’s labor legislation that the 
first application of binding arbitra- 
tion under Section 18 should have 
come in.the case of the threat of a 
strike by Oak Bay and Saanich 
police forces.

And if a readjustment 
of our deployment on the spot led 
to the same action by other NATO 
members, this would imply that the 
reason for ‘such a change was justi- 
fied, rather than the reverse. For 
when it is recalled that the real de- 
terrent to a Soviet invasion of 
Europe must in the last analysis be 
nuclear—which means the United 
States—then maintenance of a siz- 
able token force in Europe would 
appear to fill the normal require- 
ments. 


Mr. Stewart has been assured by 
Mr. Sharp that Canada is still align- 
ed with NATO, and regards the 
alliance as “fundamental: to: West- 
ern security”. That should reassure 
the British minister—as well as a 
few Canadians.

more opportune since the war. Rus- 
sia seems disposed not only to seek 
friends on the Pacific as a conse-

Siberia. 

The Japanese, for their’ part,

other but with Canada and the 
United States. That is necessary not 
only to avoid future international 
conflicts, but to create the climate 
for adequate conservation measures.

Vestiges of the Old Thinking. Still Exist 


A social concepts have 
changed, legal machinery and 
terminology may still reflect the old 
ideas. Many of the faults of the modern 
law are the result to 
putting new wine into 
old bottles.” This, 
says a mammoth four- 
volume study pre- | 
pared for the Ontario 
Law Reform Com- 
mission, is what is 
wrong with family 
law in Canada. The 
old legal bottles can- 
not cope with either 
,the number or the : 
‘nature of the problems arising from 
family relations in the mid-20th century. 
It is easy to see why. Under ancient 
common law, a wife and family were 
virtually legal nonentities. Husband and 
wife were one and the one was Man; 4 
father had an absolute right to custody 
and control of his infant children; the 
idea of adoption was an alien concept. 
While such notions are no. longer 
entertained, reform has been painfully 
slow rather than revolutionary; not 
surprisingly, vestiges of the old thinking 
still plague the legal forms and 
formulations. 


Great Step Forward 


Thus it was a great step. forward 
when the Juvenile Delinquents Act was 
passed. No longer would the State have 
to close its eyes to the plight of 
neglected childen, with the only choice of 
branding them as criminals when they

offended the law; henceforth, they would * 
be simply delinquents, to -be helped’ 


rather than judged, rehabilitated rather 
than punished. 

Yet ‘“‘delinquent”’ has proven no less a 
stigma than “criminal” and many of the 
Juvenile Court’s procedures, and much 
of its atmosphere, still smack of the 
traditional adversary process in which 
adult -‘justice’” seems ‘simply to have 
been transferred to the juvenile level. 

The same may be said of all family 
matters coming before the courts: they 
tend to be reduced to legal questions for 
trial when in reality they are more likely 
to be symptoms of complex underlying 
social situations. 


Maze of Family Law 


“Family questions are usually more 
complex than-the actual issue litigated,"” 
the Commission’s researchers reported 
drily. “There ig force in the argument 
that the importance to the community of 
a good family court system should not be 
measured simply” in terms--of~ specific 
questions litigated, but in relation to 


family social problems, present and 
potential."” 
Another difficulty, the result of 


grafting piecemeal statutory reforms on 


to the common law, is that family law 
has been fractionalized into a confusing, 
frustrating and inefficient_ jurisdictional 
maze. Only -the provincial Supreme 
Courts and the Divorce Division of the 
Exchequer Court of Canada hear divorce 
actions; financial and property settle- 
ments can be tried in the Supreme 
Courts but also under certain circum- 
stances, in the Family and Juvenile 
Courts. Cases concerning the custody of 
children may come before the High 
Courts, the Surrogate Court or the 
Family and Juvenile Court. 

The Commission’s researchers, led by 
Prof. Ian Baxter of the University of 
Toronto’s Faculty of Law and including 
two lady lawyers, Mrs. Violet Bielski and 
Mrs. Anna Stevenson of the Ontario 
Bar, concluded the only solution to all 
this is to set up one comprehensive and 
highly specialized. court system in the 
province to deal with all aspects of 
family law. as 


Need Special Services 


“The number and nature of the 
problems arising in the area of family 
relations requires specialized treatment 
and services beyond those available in 
our courts exercising their tradition 
functions,’”’ they declare. The diagnostic 
requirements and dispositional facilities 
of the family courts must range far 
beyond the adjudication of issues in 
individual cases and include more than 
legally trained personnel and a technical- 
legal approach.” 


In this system, family court judges 
would have a high standard of training 
not just in law but in the related social 
sciences. They would be required to take 
continuing education in the behavioural 
sciences after appointment. The report 
recommended an_ inter-disciplinary 
course of training be established in at 
least one Ontario university. ‘ 


Detender for Child 


There would be a Department of 
Social Work within the system consisting 
of social workers, probation officers, 
case workers and medical personnel. A 
Law Guardian would replace the Official 
Guardian- and act as ‘a combination 
ombudsman and public defender for the 
child. A legal departmient would present 
the case in delinquency proceedings 
instead of the probation officers, police 
officers, etc., who do it now. The Court 
would sit in the evenings and on 
Saturdays as well as regular hours and 
there would be a modern records and 
data processing branch to make the 
thing work efficiently, without unneces- 
sary delays and work losses for those 
involved. 

“The real root of the matter,” 
declares the study, ‘‘is a more adequate 
recognition of the work of family courts 
by government, by the legal profession 
and by the public at large." There can 
be few things within the power of 
government, it says, that “touch more 
directly the pulse of the social health of 
the community.”

The Tyranny of the Militant Few 


HERE IS NOW a growing pattern 
of anarchy in the civilized world. 
Planes are hijacked. Ambassadors are 
kidnapped: Vast in- 
ternational com- 
panies are expropri- 
ated. The trend is not 
yet out of hand, but 
even in the universi- 
ties of America, the 
militant minorities 
are using force to 
achieve their objec- 
tives, and this raises 
some fundamental 
questions. 

Anarchy is the hope of the weak, and 
the terror of the strong. The most 
modern technological nations are the 
most vulnerable to sabotage. Fifty 
knowledgeable and determined revolu- 
tionaries who understand the under- 
ground electrical system can paralyze 
New York.

Half a dozen men can grab an 
American ambassador in Rio, or blow up 
Israeli offices in Europe, and even if 
they are caught, the tyranny of the 
militant few can go on. Nations have 
understood the power of anarchy for 
hundreds of years and have patiently 
tried to establish rules of conduct 
against it, but the fules are breaking 
down, and_ the consequences are 
alarming. 

The reaction of the state: of Israel in 
recent days illustrates the problem. It is 
a small state surrounded by much larger 
Arab states, which have openly vowed to 
destroy it. They. cannot do so by classical 
warfare. They have tried open aggres- 
sion and have been defeated and 
humiliated, so they have resorted to 
anarchy and guerrilla warfare. 

The Arabs ‘are exploding in their 
impotence. They have established their 
subversive headquarters in Amman. 
They avoid a major clash with the more 
modern, organized Israeli armed forces, 
but they supply their guerrillas with 
arms and technical aid, and 
hijack planes and blow up Israeli offices 
in Europe with hand grenades and 
bombs 


UN Is Helpless 


The United Nations organization, 
which is the symbol and referee of 
decent international conduct, is helpless 
to deal with the consequences. Moscow 
can arm but cannot restrain the Arabs, 
and Washington arms but cannot re- 
strain the Israelis, so the battle not only 
goes on but gets worse at the critical 
strategic point where Europe, ‘Africa and 
Asia meet. Suez is not as important as it 
once was when sea power was decisive 
in world strategy, but it is still critical, 
and the Arabs and the Israelis are in 
danger of involving Moscow, Peking and 
Washington in the battle. 

For both the Arabs and the Israelis 
are now engaged in a very dangerous 
business. They are both asserting “that 
they can use military power to defend 
themselves and achieve their political 
objectivés, and more important,, that 
they can not only use military power but 
control it. This is what Hanoi and 
Washington did in Vietnam They 
thought. they could fight out their 
differences on the battlefield, that they 


could limit their, war and somehow 
compromise it, but it hasn't worked. 

The resort to military force has failed 
on both sides in Vietnam, and it is failing 
in the Middle East. The Arabs think they 
can hijack airplanes, defy the rules of 
interriational commerce, and get away 
with it, but the Israelis retaliate with 
tanks and air power against’ Nasser’s 
artillery’ and commando forces along the 
Suez. 

Nasser |thinks- he can use the 
techniques of the Vietcong in Vietnam to 
restore the military balance he lost in 
the Six-Day War against the Israelis. 
The Israelis feel they must use their , 
tanks and air power to remind Nasser of 
his weakness and keep him from 
misjudging his military power as he did 
in the. last Arab attack on Israel. But 
both are in trouble, for they think they — 
can use but control military power, and 
the whole ‘history of the last, generation 
is against them. 


‘Psychiatric Treatment’ 


In explaining why they—used—more 
armored vehicles, more men and mote, 
aircraft against the Nasser forces along: 
the Suez last week, Israeli officials say 
they are “reminding Nasser~that he 
cannot break the “cease-fire agreement + 
with impunity, that they are applying @ 
little “psychiatric treatment” in order to 
keep him from thinking he can resort to 
anarchy. and guerrilla warfare and 
escalate the war without being.hit hard, 

Stil, this is the old illusion. Tt 4s the 
old balance-of-power_theory and some- 
times it works, but sometimes it doesn’t, 
and when one side resorts to the 
techniques of anarchy as the Arabs have 
done against the Israelis, the whole 
community of nations has! to think about - 
the consequences. 

It will be interesting to see the 
reaction to this problem this month when 
the foreign ministers of the world gather 
here in New York for their. annual 
discossion in the UN General Assembly. 
They will be confronted by many 
disputes between the nations, but the 
main issue may very well be the growth 
of anarchy, for if the centuries - long 
effort to create a few international rules 
of diplomatic conduct break down, the 
chances of solving any conflict between 
hations will not be very good.

UN at Low Ebb 
But It’s Court 


Of First Resort’

UNITED NATIONS—Foreign ministers from 
_ 30 or more countries, including all the major 
powers except Communist China, will make their 
annual pilgrimage to New York in the next few 
days for the 24th session of the General Assembly 
that opened today. : 
A few presidents. and prime ministers are like] 
augment the ranks. Participation by so many luminaries 
attests the obligation sti] recognized by men and governments 
to support and nurture the United Nations. 


Paradoxically, as preparations are pushed for the 
celebration of the 25th anniversary of the international 
organization next year, the UN’s reputation as an effective 
political instrument is at a low ebb. 

Widespread disillusionment unquestionably exists, even 
among those who repeat the ritualistic chant that the UN is 
their first line of. defence. Indeed, expectations for the 
current assembly session are extremely modest. 

_ The dispute between the Soviet Union and Communist 
China overshadows this session in much the same way as the 
Middle East conflict overshadowed the 1967 session. 


No New Policies Seen 


Secretary-General U Thant, among others, is much 
alarmed by the Sino-Soviet rift. But no one expects much new 
or different by way of policy decisions to emerge on the 
China question, the Middle East or the other old Standby 
issues that will be before the assembly disarmament, 
Korea, racial and colonial matters and the like. 

At one time it appeared that the Chinese representation 
debate might have additional importance because of the 
efforts by Canada and Italy to establish a basis for 
diplomatic relations with Peking. 

But there has been no. indication that these efforts will 

soon come to fruition. American diplomats expect that fhe 
Albanian resolution to expel Nationalist China and seat 
Peking will pick up a few more votes, but that the pattern of 
exclusion prevailing since 1951 will not be changed. 
‘* What gives the issue an extra measure of interest this 
year is the extent to which Communist sources are going in 
order to emphasize the Soviet misgivings. They acknowledge 
that Soviet spokesmen have discussed the possibility of a 
strike against Chinese nuclear . installations with eastern 
European party leaders. 

These sources also make if clear that, although the 
Communist bloc probably will again urge universal 
membership in the UN, the Soviet Union actually would 
regard any change in Chinese representation as an unfriendly 
act. 

Some of the most-constructive work in the Assembly has 
been done in a smal! working group of.the special committee 
on peacekeeping. Both the Soviet Union and the United States 
had made compromises, and there had been considerable 
optimism about ultimate agreement on a new formula for 
voluntary peacekeeping operations directed by the secretary- 
general with security council supervision. 

Recently the Soviet line has appeared to harden, It is now 
unlikely that this work will come to fruition in the current 
Assembly. 


Just Office Building 


Perhaps the boldest ‘action the Assembly may take is a 
decision to expand the New York headquarters by authorizing 
a badly needed new UN office building. Even on this point 
France and other countries which favor the concentration of 
more UN activities'in Europe may offer opposition. 

This prospect of a torrent of words but a drought of 
action in the Assembly emphasizes the plight of the United 
Nations, There is widespread respect for the UN in economic 
and social affairs the UN development program, the UN 
Children's Fund, new population programs and the like. But 
few persons any longer look to the UN for decisive remedies 
for. the political ills afflicting the world. 

Part of this disability, obviously, is a byproduct of the 
Cold War. Caught up almost’ since its birth in East-West 
rivalry and suspicion, the UN never was able to master the 
unanimity to enforce security council decisions 

Indian and Pakistan were able to thwart it on the issue of 
Kashmir; Egypt, Jordan and Israel have defied it at various 
times on Middle East questions; more recently it has been 
ineffective in southern Africa. The ‘client-state relationship in 
the Middle East is a current Cold War manifestation. 


General Assembly in Session 


Such issues have been apart from those directly involving 
the big powers on which only the naive have expected the UN 
to play a decisive role. Thus the Soviet Union was able to 
block action on Hungary 13 years ago. 


American insistence on excluding Communist China has 
complicated consideration of the war in Southeast Asia. With 
North Vietnam: refusing to recognize the UN’s- competence, 
Security Council involvement in: the Vietnam issue would 
have invited a Soviet veto even if the U.S. had been able to 
enlist other support for its position. 

Some of the UN's ineffectiveness also derives, surely, 
from the sheer difficulty of the problems it has been asked to 
solve. The charter signed at San Francisco in 1945 was not a 
magic cure for the perversity of man; this is amply 
demonstrated by the Middle East crisis which has been 
before the organization in one form or another for most of 
the intervening years. 

The wonder is, really, that the UN7has been able to 
accomplish as much there as it has. The UN emergency force 
succeeded in policing a tenuous truce between Egypt and 
Israel during 1042 years until 1967. > 

The UN relief and- works agency feeds, clothes or shelters 
well over a million Palestine refugees. 

Despite the lack of political accord, the Security Council 
serves as at least some deterrent to renewed large-scale 
warfare; and the special Middle East representative, Gunnar 
Jarring, stands ready to encourage the faintest sign of 
mutual concessions. 

Another cause of disillusionment, sadly, is the unrealistic 
expectations held out for the United Nations. Some groups 
portrayed it as an instrument of world government that 
would provide instant remedies for everything from national- 
ism to housemaid’s knee. 


Too Much Parochialism 


False expectations blunted awareness of the differént 
objectives in the UN. The major countries, for instance, 
sought to muster endorsement for their purposes; but the 
smaller nations viewed the UN as primarily a check on the 
big ‘powers. Even today doctrinaire attitudes hamper 
necessary acknowledgment of the UN's limitations or, at 
the opposite extreme, refuse to. concede that it has any 
utility. 

Finally, the preoccupation of the Afro-Asian majority in 
the 26-member general assembly with what the big powers 
regard as parochial issues or trivia has sometimes produced 
both fear and skepticisrn about the course of’ the assembly 
even though the big countries usually are able to black 
actions of which they strongly disapprove. 

Smaller nations also have a complaint that the big 
powers do not take their concerns about injustice seriously 
enough 

In.the final analysis, the UN's effectiveness depends upon 
what the big powers think of if. Indeed, one of the questions 


the .big powers face is how to call. small international 
Jawbreakers effectively to book ; 

Why is it, then, that the foreign -ministers, who are 
realistic men, continue? to flock to New York each 


September? Appearances apart, it clearly is. that they see in 
the United Nations certain virtues that have little to do with 
oratory in the Assembly and may not have been fully 
envisaged in the formative sessions at Dumbarton Oaks and 
San Francisco 

By all ‘odds, the most important of these unpublicized 
virtues is the cover the UN provides as a meeting place. 
Ministers do not need an excuse to come to New York for the 
Assembly

To these advantages another may eventually be added if 
the gradual rapprochemenf between the Soviet Union and the 
United States proceeds. 

Not from any ideological agreement, but from a hard 
calculation of mutual advantage, both countries have begun to 
acknowledge in the peacekeeping discussions that action 
through the UN can serve an important purpose of insulation. 
By preventing dangerous situations from getting worse and 
thereby involving the superpowers directly, it can provide 
time for remedies. 

As this process continues and is reflected in the attitudes 
of others, it can perhaps become the foundation of a new kind 
of respect for the United Nations based on a more realistic 


regard for its political capabilities.

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Junta Picking New Ruler 
For Brazil's 93-Million?

RIO-DE JANEIRO (WP) — 
The ranking officers of 
Brazil's armed forces Monday 
began a series of, secrecy- 
shrouded’ meetings expected 
to result in the selection of a 
new military strongman to 
run this country of 93 million 
people.

Dutch Concede 
To Reform Bids 


THE HAGUE (Reuters) —

From Suicide 


STANFORD; Calif. (AP) — A 
retired airline pilot from Seattle 
has. received “the heart of an 
Oakland, Calif., gunshot victim 
in’ the 18th heart transplant at 
Stanford University Hospital. 


The recipient was Herman 
Joslyn, 64, who came to Stan-| 
ford three weeks ago with 
a badly deteriorated heart to 
await a.donor. His condition 
after the 4%4-hour operation Sun- 
day was called satisfactory. 

Donor of the-heart was Clemal 
Clarence Clark Jr., a 32-year-| 
old outdoor sign company em | 
ployee who was found early Sat- 
urday in his apartment with a 
bullet wound in his head. | 

Clark died an hour after ar-| 
rival at an Oakland hospital. An 
ambulance equipped to keep his 
heart beating took his body 50 
miles to the Stanford hospital.

‘An Old Educator's Message to Youth: Rise 


‘Too Many Students Study 
For Degrees, Not to Be 
Educated — Especially 
When Promotions And 
Jobs Are Involved’ 


THE HUMAN RACE IS THREATENED 


Young people must ‘‘rise up 
in protest over what is being 
done to their world,” S. N. F. 
Chant, Tl-year-old vice-chair- 
man of British Columbia’s aca- 
demic board, said Monday. 

He told the University of 
Victoria extension division the 
threat of nuclear and chemi- 
cal weapons and environmen- 
tal pollution has posed a 
threat to the human race. 

2s 

“In our haste to get things 
done, we tend to go ahead 
without knowing what we are 
doing to ourselves and our 
world,” he said. 

“We have to correct our 
mistakes and do it now.” 


Young people have “few 
places to turn for consolation” 
and he notices “‘a sense of 
futility” among them. 


But they have been brought 
up in a life of “constant 
commotion,” where “‘the fan- 
tastic becomes the natural.” 


To save the world, the 
Western way of thinking in 
opposites — black and white, 
good and bad — must “be 
changed. Dr. Chant says this 
can be done in a _ less 
structured university. 

Hiseuniversity of the future 
will have no curriculum, no 
prerequisite courses, freedom 
to. diversify or concentrate 


and see the end of divisions of 
fields of study. 

This wiii be- enough to 
“loosen our whole way of 
thinking”’ and bring on a “Zist 
century Renaissance.” 

He'd like to see degrees 
dropped. They’re job qualifi- 
cations ‘that don’t provide 
qualifications for a job. 

& 

“Too many students. study 
for degrees, not to be edu- 
cated — especially when pro- 
motions and jobs are involved. 

“A lot of the trappings 
ought to be dropped’’ when 
the lines between the univer- 
sity and the community van- 
ish as the university becomes 


more worldly and the people 
better informed. 

He said universities will lose 
their monopoly on higher 
education as colleges develop 
and firms and .government 
undertake programs to 
develop skills they want. Then 
universities will have to de- 
cide what they can do that the 
other institutions can not do 
better. 

That function will probably 
be to probe human purposes 
and values and to “contribute 
to versatility and adaptability 
in a complex contemporary 
life.”” 

The mystery surrounding 
education is vanishing. . Pro- 


fessors rarely wear_“magi- 
cians’ rebes” in class any- 
more and students are begin- 
ning to scorn graduation ex- 
ercises. Television bas put 
most knowledge that was once 
the property of the university 
into the public domain, he 
said. 


Television could help reduce 


the number of future under- 
graduates. He said the ‘first 
two years of university could 
be televised, leaving more 
room for upper level and 
graduate students. Or, rotat- 
ing groups of students could 
use the university for inten- 
sive study after several

months of preparation by 
television. 

Diseussing financing of uni- 
versities in British Columbia, 
Dr. Chant, chairman of the 
1960 royal commission on edu- 
cation, said some change is 
needed in the method of 
alloting funds, It has been his 
“unwelcomed task" to be 
chairman of the provincial 
body that divides the avail- 
able provincial mioney be- 
tween the three universities. 

He expects a provincial 
department of higher educa- 
tion. “More continuous and 
direct attention needs to be 
paid to higher education than 
to individual institytions."”

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Safety Check Now 
Saves Sorrow Later

Last Saturday morning the silence over Saver 
Manor was broken by the cry of: “All out for annual 


bicycle inspection.” 


With obedient haste the children wheeled out 
the bikes, even those that are used only for weekend 
jaunts and rush trips to the store. Minutes later all 
were busy checking brakes, oiling chains and testing 
for weak links, tightening spokes—and getting ter- 


ribly messy. 


“Nothing “major,” Father 
commented at lunch as he 
was going over his list of 
things to get at the store. 
“Little things like split hand 
grips and mangled reflectors. 
What really worries “me is 
adequate night lights, espec- 
ially for the one bike still in 
daily use.” 

When he returned from the 
store he had a superb head- 
light that cost only $3.95. 


“T could have got one for 
$1.79," he told me. “Tt was 
much like this, but it took two 
regular flashlight batteries. It 
is a good buy, but batteries 
can fail or joggle loose at ay 
critical moment. This struck , 
me as being the better buy, 
and I hope, for our son’s sake, 
T am right.”

The flashlight can be snap- 
ped in and out of its brackets 
quite easily, but it stays 
steady once firmly in place. 

Sundown creeps closer 
every day, reminding us that 
winter with its dim rainy 
afternoons will ‘soon be here.

I am making a coat out of a 
beautiful wool that has a 
diagonal weave. It is turning 
out beautifully with the excep- 
tion of the collar. The collar 
was an oblong shape with a 
seam at the centre back and 
was to be cut on the bias 
grain. When I proceeded to 
stitch the centre back seam, 
one half of the collar had the 
diagonal weave going vertical, 
the other half was going 
horizontal. It looks perfectly 
terrible and I tried to cut it 
again and it came out the 
same way. Please belp!—Mrs, 
H.C.c. 


Dear Mrs. H.C.C.: 


The difficulty you are hav- 
fng is because of the diagonal 
weave in your fabric. Instead 
of cutting your collar accord- 
ing to the directions, elimi- 
nate the centre back seam in 
the instance. Cut another 


piece of paper the shape of 
the collar pattern, eliminate 
the seam allowance at the 
centre back and lay this 
complete collar pattern -on a 
single layer of your fabric on 
the bias grain. It will work 
out perfectly.

An Old Educator's Message to Youth: Rise Up in_Protest’ 


‘Too Many Students Study 
For Degrees, Not to Be 
Educated — Especially 
When Promotions And 

Jobs Are Involved’ 


Young people must “rise up 
in protest over what is being 
done to their world,” S. N. F. 
Chant, Ti-year-old vice-chair- 
man of British Columbia's aca- 
demi¢ board, said Monday. 

He told the University of 
Victoria extension division the 
threat of nuciear and chemi- 
ca] weapons and environmen- 
tal pollution has posed a 
threat to the human race.
